made at a news conference when 
he was told Sen. Morse (D-Ore) 
had described Mrs. Hobby as guilty 
of "gross incompetency" in the 
vaccine program. Morse «»id she 
ought to be removed from office. 


Eisenhower said it would be a 


waste of time for him to take note 
of Morse's accusations. 


Record Proved 


The President went on to say 


that Mrs. Hobby's record in the 
Cabinet has proved out what Ei- 
senhower termed, the good opinion

Hobby may resign soon, the Pres- 
ident said she placed him on notice 
some months ago,that for person- 
al reasons it might become neces- 
sary for her to leave government 
service. 


Eisenhower 'said he would be 


sorry to lose her services because, 
as he put it, she is a symbol un- 
derscoring the idea that properly 
trained women are just as able to 
handle important jobs as men are.

The President gave no hint of 


what personal reasons might make 
it necessary for Mrs. Hobby to re- 
sign. 


However, her husband, former 


Gov. William P. Hobby of Texas, 
has been ill with arthritis. Mrs.

minister and a long-time friend. 


Eisenhower's 
remarks to his 


news conference were a follow-up 
to last night's nationwide televi- 
sion broadcast in which Eisenhow- 
er and Secretary of State Dulles 
made clear that they are prepar- 
ing for the Big Four session in the 
hope that it may prove a "new 
dawn" of peace is breaking. 


Answers Question 


Eisenhower wras asked about the 


contention of some members of 
congress that any top level con- 
ference which includes a Russian 
representative is likely to end in 
appeasement. 


He doesn't believe for a minute, 


the president said, that the -lead- 
ers of congress who meet with 
him regularly feel there ever will 
be any appeasement on his part. 


Sen. Knowland of California, the 


Republican leader, and Chairman 
Bridges (NH) of the senate GOP 
policy committee have raised ques- 
tions as to the possible results of 
any top level conference. They are 
among congressional leaders who 
meet with the president weekly.

Describe Plot 


Chief Kennedy said one member 


of the gang was to have called 
police a few minutes before the 
scheduled 8 p. m. mail robbery to 
report a fake burglary on the far 
side of Las Vegas: It was hoped 
thia would draw many officers 
away from the post office area. 
Another member of the gang was 
to telephone police about the same 
time, pretending he vras a sheriff's 
deputy, and requesting that de- 
tectives go out to pick up "two 
men wa.nted for local burglaries." 


Tuesday night the police car, 


without the cash, .was ready to go, 
manned by two officers and a 
postal employe who had been in- 
iormed of the plot and volunteered 
for the jobs.

He Broaches Subject 


So. fired up with the heady pros- 


pect* of launching America's first 
annual worship your husband week, 
I broached the project to a guy I 
know whom everybody calls "the 
oldWmer." He is wise in the ways 
of marriage, a combat veteran 
scarred but unbroken by a 30-year 
tour of duty on the same matri- 
monial battlefront. 


Somewhat to my surprise, the 


oldtimer, after listening to my pro- 
posal, immediately threw cold 
water on it. 


"Son, I know it sounds like 


heaven," he said, "but that's why 
it won't work. Heaven don't work 
. on earth." 


"You 
mean you wouldn't enjoy 


having your wife worship you for 
a week out of every year?" I ask- 
ed. 


"Lord a-mighty, no!" he thun-

contests to pick America'a leading 
foot-washing wife." 


"Don't you think that'* a bit 


overdrawn, oldtimer?"

strategy, we can accept with deep satisfaction its notable 
by-product—the long-hoped-for treaty of freedom for Aus 
tria.

Seriously disabled people who 


used to work in employment or 
self-employment covered by the 
social security law should get in 
touch with the social security office 
by June 30th and find out about 
having their earnings record "fro- 
zen." G. W. Spencer, Social Secur- 
ity district manager, announced to- 
day. 


Spencer believes that many peo- 


ple in Northern Illinois will be 
helped by the disability freeze pro- 
\ision in the 1954 social security 
amendments. This part of the law 
is designed to aid workers who be- 
come totally disabled after having 
woiked for a certain number of 
vears in employment or self-em- 
ployment covered by social secur- 
ity. It provides that their social 
security rights will not decrease 
dunng the period of disability. 


Many disabled people now get- 


ting retirement payments, Spencer 
pointed out, can qualify under this 
provision for a larger 
benefit 


amount as of July. If the disabled 
person dies after June 30, the dis- 
ability can protect his family's 
light to survivors payments, but 
only if he had applied for it be- 
fore his death. 


Active military service in the 


World War IT and post-war per- 
iods and employment in the rail- 
road industry may count toward the 
needed amount of work 


Although the law does not pro- 


vide for the payment of cash so- 
cial security retirement benefits 
before the worker reaches 65, it is 
nevertheless important that a dis- 
abled individual get in touch 
promptly with the Social Security 
Administration and establish the 
fact of his disability 


The law provides that the work- 


er's earnings record may be "froz- 
en" dunng the period of his dis- 
ability. When this is done, his so- 
cial security rights are protected 
in two ways: 


1. His right to benefits will not 


expirf as time jjoes bj. 


2. The amount of the pajmenN 


he and his family will pet when 
HP i* fii, and the amount his fam- 
ily uill pet in rase of his death, 
»ill not be reduced. 
"Before the wage record of a 


disabled worker can be protected 
under this law. it is necessary for 
him to make an application, estab- 
lish that he is disabled, and to 
meet the other requirements of 
the law." Spencer stated "We are 
glad to give full information to dis- 
abled workers who believe that 
they may be qualified, and to help 
them make application to have 
their social security records froz- 
en " The law permits freezing the 
vage records of workers who: 


Worked in employment or self- 


emplojment covered by social se- 
curity for five years out of the 10 
years before their disability start- 
ed and five I12 years out of the 3 
years before the disability started, 
and have been disabled for at least 
8 months with a disability so se- 
vere that they are unable to do any 
substantial gainful work and will 
be disabled for a long and indef- 
inite period. 


Active 
military service 
after 


Sept. 15, 1940, and before July, 
1P55. and work in the railroad in- 
dustry can be counted toward the 
required period of work. Th« law 
applies to people who were disabled 
before reaching- 65 no matter how 
old they are now," Spencer said.

The Doctor Says 


Epidemic Diarrhea of Infant 
Is Likely a Virus Infection 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


Every once in a whole during 


recent years there have been ser- 
ious outbreaks of a highly fatal 
diairhea in new-born infants which 
has caused gieat trouble to the 
nurseries of maternity hospitals. 
Attempts to find th« cause have 
not been particularly successful. 


It is probable, however, that 


epidemic diarrhea of infants is a 
virus infection which has not yet 
been isolated and which is too 
small to see by ordinary means. 
One or more germs are otten pres- 
ent also. 


As a rule the infant who is stnck- 


en appears to be healthy and thriv- 
ing; suddenly the child becomes 
drowsy and if awakened makes a 
short weak cry. The temperature is 
not usually high, generally being 
below 100. 


At about the same time, or with- 


in a few hours, the baby begins to 
nave loose, watery, yellowish bow» 
el movements, witnout any obvious 
mucus, blood or pus. These watery 
movements come more and more 
frequently. 


ESPECIALLY ALARMING is th« 


loss of weight in these small in- 
fants, which may be as much as 
a pound within the first day. (This 
is sometimes one-sixth of the total 
weight.) 


After a short time the baby no 


longer looks healthy but shows 
signs of having insufficient fluid 
in the system and may look very 
ill indeed. 


In severe cases a baby may die 


from this disease within a day or 
two. 
As a rule the disease lasts 


about a week; only about half 
recover. 


Children over four weeks old 


and grownups do not seem to 
catch it. Infants who have gone 
home after exposure can develop 
the condition at home. 


Once a case develops in a nur- 


sery, it spreads rapidly to the in- 
fants m adjoining bassinets. Most 
of those who are likely to catch 
the disease do so from two to six 
da\s after exposure. 


WJTEX E P I D E M I C diarrhea 


breaks out in a hospital nursery, 
preventive measures have to be 
begun at once. The babies who 
are well, but in the nursery at the 
time, also have to be isolated and 
observed closely for any signs of 
the disease. 


Visitors, of course, must be ex- 


cluded during such periods not 
only from the babies who have be- 
come ill but also from those who 
were exposed. New babies must not 
be admitted to the nursery. 


Treatment has been disappoint- 


ing. No definite cure has b«en dis- 
covered and so far the mo«t im- 
portant measure seems to be to 
give the infant feedings of mother'* 
milk if at all possible. 


There have been favorable re- 


ports from a few of the antibiotics 
ar.d a good treatment may be* found 
at any time 


ALL OF THOSE who have stud- 


ied this subject seem agreed that 
the strictest precautions to avoid 
unne -es^ary traffic by visitors and 


others near the nursery or the ma- 
ternity floors is necessary if epi- 
demic diarrhea of the newborn is 
to be promptly controlled. 


Apparently fewer outbreaks of 


epidemic diarrhea of the newborn 
have been occurring: lately than 10 
or 12 years ago, but health offi- 
cials must be on guard constantly

The Germans did just that dur- 


ing World War U, although the 
Allies had overall air superiority, 
the President said. 


Apparently, the President meant 


the Russians have concentrated 
largely on fighter planes but do 
not have as balanced an air force 
as does the United States. 


It is true, Eisenhower said, that 


those who witnessed a May Day 
practice ceremony in Moscow saw 
some planes which, on the basis of 
size and general construction, ap- 
parently were capable of carrying 
deavy loads long distances. 


As to technical details about 


those planes, nobody in this coun- 
try has information, the President 
said. 


The United States, Eisenhower 


said, may not have as many inter- 
continental B52 jet bombers as it 
wants, but it's not true to say this 
country's great technical excel- 
lence has vanished in a twinkling.

Farm Penalty 
Lifted by New 
Legislation 


WASHINGTON ffl — A bill to re 


peal one of the penalties on farm 
ers who do not abide by acreage 
controls m the farm price suppor 
program was sent to the White 
House Tuesday. 


The Senate approved the House- 


passed measure by a voice vote 
after rejecting by a 49-35 rollcall 
vote a compromise proposal. The 
Agriculture Department has en- 
dorsed it. 


The bill would abolish a provi- 


sion of the 1954 farm law which 
denies soil conservation benefit 
payments to any farmer who know- 
ingly violates acreage allotments 
on basic crops. These- are corn, 
wheat, cotton, tobacco, rice and 
peanuts. 


It would leave unchanged the 


government's main weapon for en- 
forcing compliance with acreage 
quotas — the right to impose di- 
rect 
monetary 
penalty 
levies 


against violators.

Alnajs during: the 
summer time egg shells are thin- 
ner than at any other time. All 
poultrj men haA e the same prob- 
lem. But it Aaries somewhat 
among flocks. Shells are thinnest 
\\hen summer temperatures are 
the highest and hens lay eges 
with thinner shells near the end 
of their production jear. 
A few of the things you can do 


to maintain the quality of you! 
eggs aie. (1) Provide plenty of 
oyster shells for your birds. Oyster 
shells may not prevent the summer 
egg shell problem, but they will 
keep it from getting worse. (2) Be 
sure nests are well filled with lit- 
ter. (3) Spread eggs evenly in the 
baskets as jou gather them and 
especially good advice is "don't 
put all your eggs m one basket." 
(4) The hotter the house, the thin- 
ner the shells Keep your chicken 
house as cool as possible and last- 
ly, summer eggs are moie fragile 
so handle them as if you wers 
afraid they might break. Supple- 
ments manufactured for egg pro- 
duction will cause very little vari- 
ation in the egg shells You will 
have to depend upon these other 
methods for improving the quality 
of your eggs.

Dulles, Ike Wary of 
Forthcoming Parley

can government doesn't know what 
the Russians are up to . That point 
stands out clearly in Secretary of 
State Dulles' lain '•> *'«« nation.

They let Austria have in- 
dependence. They have agreed to 
talks among the Big Four powers— 
the United States, Britain, France. 
Russia — at the highest 
level.

Dulles doesn't know. He frankly

Although Pres- 
ident Eisenhower 
said a "new 


dawn may be coming." he and 
Dulles cautioned against expecting 
too much of the talks. 


Little Enthusiasm 


Dulles and Eisenhower, both of 


whom had been frigid for years 
to a top-level meeting with the 
Russians, will now both meet with 
them. 
Neither man has shown 


much enthusiasm for the idea. 
Britain 
and France 
persuaded 


Dulles to persuade Eisenhower to 
take part.

Dulles privately is reported to 


oelieve it will take many months, 
perhaps years, to work out agree- 
ments with the Soviet Union on 
great world issues.
